Assistant Fire Chief Says Company 


Will Never Start to Fire Again 


Without Engine. 


WHEN WATER PRESSURE IS LOW 


Urges People to Inspect Flues as a 


Preventative— Chief and Assist­ 


ant Will do It. 


The Au ltman fire last night tau ght 
the Ru shv ille fire company a lesson, 
accord ing to Will Glaska, assistant 
fire chief. 
lie say s, that 
the com­ 
pany will nev er start to a fire again 
u nd er 
cond itions su ch as they were 
last night withou t the 
engine. 
He 
u rges also that resid ents of the city 
inspect their flu es carefu lly at this 
season when the temperatu re is so 
low and there js need of mu ch 
heat 
in a hou se. 
In ord er to prev ent fires in the fu ­ 
tu re Thomas Hu ghes, fire chief, and 
Will Glaska, assistant chief, will in­ 
spect any flu e in the city if they are 
notified . 
They say that persons who 
are net acq u ainted with the cond i­ 
tions of the 
flu es in their 
homes 
shou ld see to them at once. 
The assistant fire chief pointed ou t 
this morning that many people who 
nev er u sed coal for heating pu rposes 
before are bu rning it this winter. 
F or this reason, he say s, there is 
mu ch liability of fire becau se people 
u naccu stomed to the u se of coal are 
v ery liable to allow their flu es to get 
too hot. 
The assistant chief say s that most 
of the homes of Ru shv ille were bu ilt 
when gas was strong here and when 
there was no id ^a that it wou ld ev er 
be ex hau sted . 
With this thou ght few 
people had 
especially 
strong flu es 
constru cted and for that reason not 
many of them are fit for the h-p of 
coal. The fire chief and his assist­ 
ant u rge that all fines he inspected 
and that if any person is u nable to 
d etermine the cond ition of the fine, it 
is d esired they call <>n the fire chief 
or lib assistant and they will call and 
ex amine it free of charge. 
Last night the fire chief and his 
•e-'^wianf d etermined nev er to go to a 
fire again while the weather eond i- 
t ’oris are su ch as fcbeV are now and 
v iole the water 
v ires su re is weak, 
withou t the fire engine. 
They 
sav 
that the engine will be retied on in-the 
figu re to d o most of the work. 
The assistant fire ohief said this 
morning that the 
engine can he used 
any place in the bu siness d istrict, any 
" Poo within fiv e blocks of the outer 
ed ge of the business district and at 
anv point in the factory district. 
Tie 
said that cisterns are to be had in 
these parts of the 
city and in many 
places water may be pumped 
from 
the race. 
Assistant Ohief (Anska requests 
that the public not be too hasty to 
cond emn the fire company for 
its 
work la~st night. 
He said the mem­ 
bers of the company did their best 
under the circumstances and 
they 
ex tended ev ery effort to protect the 
adjoining 
property . The 
J ohn 
J . 
Reardon property is little more than 
a y ard from the Aultman house and 
the company succeeded in keeping 
it from catching on fire. 
The assistant fire chief declares 
that sev ere condemnation and criti­ 
cism of the local company will only 
tend to raise insurance rates in Rush­ 
v ille. 
He declares that if the impres­ 
sion goes broadcast that Rushv ille 
has a poor fire department and that 
the fire protection is 
not what it 
should be Rushv ille people will be 
compelled to pay ten per cent higher 
insurance premiums in the future. 


Mr. Glaska declares the Rushv ille 


company is as good as that of any 


city the size of Rushv ille.

Fire Does Considerable Damage in 


George Aultman’s House, Cor­ 


ner Harrison and 1st Street. 


INSURANCE COVERS 
LOSSES 


Thcmas McAllister, Chief of Police, 


Suffers 
Greatest 
Loss— Fire 


Company Criticized Severely. 


A nasty fire which the local com­ 
pany had trou ble in locating cau sed 
a thou sand d ollars worth of d amage 
to George Au ltman’s hou se 
at 
the 
corner of Harrison and First streets• 
last night and 
d amaged 
hou sehold 
good s belonging to George Au ltman, 
liv ing in the east sid e of the hou se, 
and to Thomas McAllister, chief of 
police, who liv ed in the west sid e of 
the hou se, to the ex tent of approx i­ 
mately twelv e hu nd red d ollars. 
It is 
thou ght that the whole loss is amply 
cov ered by insu rance. 
The origin of the fire is more or 
less my steriou s. 
George 
Au ltman 
was of the opinion last night that the 
fire started in the west sid e of the 
hou se while the family in that sid e 
think it originated in the sid e 
in 
the owner liv ed . 
Firemen say there is little d ou bt 
bu t what it started in the flu e at the 
back of the hou se. 
It was there that 
the first tiny ring of smoke appeared 
to people on the ou tsid e. Mr. Au ltman 
say s there was not enou gh fire in his 
kiteheri to ov erheat the flu e and mem­ 
bers of the McAllister family assert 
the same thing. 
McAllister bu rns gas in their kitch­ 
en stov e. 
Yesterd ay the gas was so 
weak that they were compelled to ad d 
w, « d fi r fu el 
in ord er to 
make 
enou gh heat to cook food . Mrs. Mc­ 
Allister say s their 
d omestic 
u sed 
word y esterd ay at noon and in the 
ev ening to prepare meals and it is 
barely possible that wood cau sed the 
flu e to become too hot and ignite. 
The fire was d iscov ered abou t fiv e 
o’clock. 
It was first seen by little 
Alv erd a McAllister. 
She d iscov ered 
the flames in the kitchen of the Mc­ 
Allister home on tlie sid ewalls which 
separates the two sid es of the hou se. 
She telephoned to the fire company . 
Hou sehold good s and clothing of 
McAllisters su ffered worst by the fire, 
while Au lt mans had more time 
to 
sniv e the contents of^ their 
home. 
Practically 
ev ery thing was taken 
from the east sid e of the hou se bu t 
mu ch of it was d amaged in mov ing 
and by water. 
All of Mr. Aultman’s loss is cov ­ 
ered by insurance. 
He estimates the 
damage to his Reuse at one thous­ 
and dollars and hre had that much in­ 
surance on tjjie structure. 
The small 
loss to his household goods is cov ered 
by insurance. 
The loss to Mr. and Mrs. McAllis­ 
ter was much heav ier. 
They sav ed 
practically nothing from the second 
story of the house as the fire spread 
ov er that portion v ery fast. 
Prac­ 
tically all of thear 
clothes, 
ex cept 
those they wore, and all of their fur­ 
niture was burned. 
Mr. McAllister 
say s that all of their furniture which 
was not damaged by fire was dam­ 
aged by water. Ev en their piano was 
damaged considerably by water. 
Restaurant fix tures of Mr. McAl­ 
lister’s stored in the second story of 
his home, were completely destroy ed. 
Not one piece of the furniture was 
sav ed from the flames. 
It was v alu­ 
ed at three hundred dollars and was 
insured. 
The McAllister household 
goods were insured for eight hundred 
dollars so that their loss is fully cov ­ 
ered. 


The fire company ex perienced much 


difficulty in getting a stream of w a­ 


ter on the fire. 
The plug just across 


the street from the Aultman house 


was frozen and it was 
approx imately 
ten minutes before it could be thaw­ 
ed ou t. During this 
the fire had 
an opportunity to gel a good start. 
The fire company h is been sev erely 
criticized for its slbw work, but it 
was hampered by the bitter cold, the 
frozen water plug an<| the lack of w a­ 
ter. Men who arriv ed at the scene of 
the fire before the company d eclare 
that a bucket brigade 
could 
hav e 
stopped the blaze cw ld any lad d ers 
hav e been fou nd . 
A l^hat time a ring 
of smoke was making its way 
from 
arou nd the chimney Xftt the back of 
the hou se. 
Witnessed at the fin; say 
the fire company Nsbcliild hav e cu t a 
hole in the roof as sry >u as it arriv ed 
and attempted to ge| at the seat of 
the blaze instead 
of throwing water 
all ov er the roof nnd mllowing the fire 
to spread insid e. 
Thifiresnlt was that 
it broke ou t d n many v places at the 
same time and the Company cou ld 
! not fight each place wit h two streams 


J of water. 
On the other hand ¿Members of the 
fire company say they ex perienced 
d ifficu lty in fighting tee fire insid e. 
They said -here was a low attic ov er 
the back part of the bimse and before 
they cou ld ex tingu ish*the fire in one 
place it spread ov er the sid ewalls and 
had ex tend ed clear tp the other sid e 
of the hou se. 
The members of the company d e­ 
fend their position 
by pointing ou t 
that they 
protected %all 
ad joining 
proper!y . 
They say that is alway s 
the intent of the 
local 
company to 
protect ad joining property and keep 
any blaze fix m spread ing. 
They d e­ 
clare that the Reard on home is only 
three feet from the Au ltman hou se, 
bu t they su cceed ed in keeping the fire 
from catching there.

W hat’s bread worth? Three loav es 
for a dime. This question is all right 
ov er Shelby v ille way , but it does n®t 
go in Rushv ille by 
any 
manner of 
means. 
The same old price of fiv e 
cents per loaf flat still prev ails here 
and there seems no likelihood that 
there will be any drop in bread in this 
city unless some bread wagon turns 
ov er. 
Ov er at Shelby v ille, where the 
price of bread has been reduced to 
ten cents for three loav es, it is said 
that the reduction was made because 
of a drop in the price of flour and also 
because of the sharp 
competition 
from Indianapolis and Cincinnati. 
Local millers say there has been 
no decline in the price of spring flour, 
the sort which all bakers use, in the 
past month, and the local bakers say , 
that there sas been at no time 
a de­ 
cline sufficient to warrant a drop in 
the price of bread. 
The local bakers 
say that the drop in the price of bfead 
means a reduction of the number of 
ounces to each loaf.

when 
General 
Crittenden acco rding to the plan, pre­ 
pared to cro ss the riv er and fall up­ 
o n General Breckenridg e. 
But just 
at this time the co nfederate General 
Hardee, following 
a 
similar 
plan, 
vigorously 
attacked MeCookyv who, 
according to some authorities prob ab ­ 
ly had his men unwisely arranged. At 
any rate MeCook’s men soon gave 
way to a superior force although Mc- 
Cook had sent word to 
Rosecrans 
that he could hold out three hours. 
His three divisions under Johnson, 
Davis and Sheridan fought gallantly 
and even desperately, b ut they were 
forced b ack toward 
the 
Nashville 
pike b y the superior numb er of the 
confederates. They were finally in the 
rear of the federal left. 
But in the meantime the union cen­ 
ter under Thomas b eat b ack th§ con­ 
federates’ center and p art of the left, 
and the federals held firm although a 
realignment of the troops had to b e 
made. 
The union left had commenced the 
attack on the confederate right, in 
the meantime, b ut had to b e called 
b ack' when the defeat of the federal 
right b ecame known. 
And the b oys 
on the left were instrumental in b eat­ 
ing b ack the final 
confederate 
a t­ 
tacks. 
The fighting finally ceased at dark 
and at the end of the first: day’s fight­ 
ing the southerners had decidedly the 
advantage. Thew had captured twen­ 
ty-eight guns and taken a great many 
prisoners, and they had forced Rose- 
erans to fight on the defensive, in­ 
stead of following out his own plan 
of b attle.

The annual reunion of the veterans 
of the b attle of Stone River in Green- 
field“^!;-. wetk in commemoration of 
the famous b attle in the 
civil 
war 
b rings to mind this historic struggle 
which was one of the notab le strug­ 
gles of the war. 
The date, January 2, 
was 
anni­ 
versary of the conclusion of the b at­ 
tle which was terminated January 2, 
3863. 
The b attle is rather unique in 
that it was commenced in one year 
and finished in another. The b attle 
was not decisive b ut it 
was 
hard 
fought and b loody and was a strate­ 
gic victory for the union army al­ 
though Jhe northerners lost a 
few 
more men than their adversaries. 
The b attle A Stone River is also 
called the b am e of Murfreesb oro, b y 
some historians, and there the many 
veterans 
in 
Rush 
county 
whose 
eyes still flash fire as they recall the 
exciting incident.-', of that momentous 
struggle. 
General Rosecrans 
took 
General 
Buell’s place ,.t the head of the army 
of the Cumb eiiand late in the fall of 
1862, or ab out Octob er 30, to b e ex­ 
act. 
Shortly 
after 
this 
General 
Rosecrans occupied 
Nashville 
and 
Braggs, with his confederate army, 
after b eing maneuvered out of Ken­ 
tucky b y the tactics of General Buell, 
occupied the town of Murfreesb oro, 
Tenn. 
It was on Decemb er 26, the day a f­ 
ter Christmas, of the same year thnt 
General 
Rosecrans 
left 
Nashville 
with his army and started for Mur­ 
freesb oro 
to 
encounter 
General 
Braggs and his conferedate host. The 
men marched for four days fighting 
all the way. 
The country was alive 
with “Johnnies” who seemed 
con­ 
cealed b ehind every tree and fence, 
and it was not until 
Decemb er 
30, 
that the union army came into view 
of Murfreesb oro. 
Both ihe opposing generals 
then 


a r r a n ge d an attack to b e made the 
next morning, which would fall on the 
last day of the year. 
It is out* of the most singular co­ 
incidences of the civil war that Rose­ 
crans and Bragg adopted the same 


general plan ¿>f b attle for that his­ 


toric conflict next day. 
Each issued 


or d e r s for an attack b y the left of 
the army, heavily re-inforced, on the 


right wing of the opposing army. 
As the two hosts faced each other 


in b attle array they were placed on 
iei=i— 


the cheeker-b oard of war as follows: 
General Crittenden on the federal left 
opposed General Breckenridge who 
had command 
of the 
confederate 
right; G eneral^hom as had charge of 
the union center against General Polk 
at the head of the confederate cen­ 
ter; General McCook was at the head 
of the northern army’s right, oppos­ 
ed to General Hardee on the south­ 
ern army’s left. 
It was just 6 o’clock in the morn-

armies retained their respective posi­ 
tions and there was very litle fight­ 
ing excepting on the skirmish lines. 
General Rosecrans, 
however, 
sent 
Van Cleve’s division of Crittenden’s 
command across the river to take a 
position on the high ground opposite. 
It was on the next day, January 2, 
that Breckenridge made his famous 
assault on the position, as the con­ 
federates well knew that the capture 
of the position was necessary to pro­ 
tect the southerners from a raking 
fire. But although they were at first 
sueessful the confederates were fi­ 
nally driven b ack with great loss and' 
the b attle was over. 
On the next day Braggs left Mur­ 
freesb oro and 
retreated 
to Tulla- 
homa thirty-six 
miles 
away.

northern array remained at Murfrees­ 
b oro for several months. 
The b attle was hardly decisive b ut 
the union army claimed a 
strategic 
victory as they had won their point.

There Is no limit to the blessings God 
will confer upon the world through 
us if only we will not touch the glory. 
The gloiious vision and message 
came to John when he was perform­ 
ing his duty.

a priest but once in a lifetime. God 
chooses the weak things as well as 
the great things: D. L. Moody, the un­ 
educated shoe clerk, as well as Paul, 
the scholar. 
So Isaac was a quiet 
man and dwelt in tents. 
The next thing to which our atten­ 
tion is the coû tent of the prophecy. 
First, it concerns a child. Zacharias 
and Elizabeth were childless. It is 
no sin to be childless provided that no 
law’ of nature is violated. 
It is a sad 
thing to be childless. At least it was 
so considered in Old Testament days. 
Would that it were considered so to­ 
day! 
A revival of the mother insunct 
is needed. 
This child was to be an extraordin­ 
ary child—well every mother’s child 
is W’onderful! 
This child was to go 
before the Lord and prepare his way, 
just as your child may follow after the 
Ixmd and walk in his steps—a worthy 
career for both John and your child, 
and every child. Why should we not 
hold this ideal 
constantly 
before 
childhood ? 
Upon the promised child was to rest 
the vow of the Nazarite. That meant 
two 
things: 
Absolute 
prohibition

Shanghai, Jan. 6.—Recounting the 
grievance? of the Chinese against the 
Manchus, w*hich, he says, the Chinese 
have borne for 267 years with patience 
and forbearance, Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
provisional president of the Chinese 
republic, has issued a lengthy manifes­ 
to “to all friendly nations.” 
It gives 
instances of irregular taxes, the re­ 
tarding of industrial enterprises, the 
corruption of justice, cruel punish­ 
ments, the dishonesty of officials, the 
ignoring of reasonable public demands 
and the unfulfillment of promises of 
reform. 
“A remedy for these evils,” says the 
manifesto, “will enable China to enter 
the family of nations.” 
Dr. Sun undertakes that the new 
government will respect all treaties 
made before the outbreak of the rev­ 
olution. 
It will acknowledge foreign 
loans and concessions except those 
1 made after the revolution broke out. 
It will protect foreigners and foreign 
1 property. It will accord equality to all 
| peaceful men. 
It will remodel the 
j laws, reform the finances and abolish 
| trade restrictions. 
It will insure re- 
VI ™ 
i ligious toleration and cultivate better 
t n 6 
relations with foreign nations.” 
“With this message of peace and 
good will,” says the manifesto, “the 
republic cherishes the hope that it will 
be admitted to the family of nations, 
not merely with a view of sharing its 
rights and privileges, but cooperating 
with the great and noble task of build­ 
ing up the civilization of the world.” 
Dr. Wu Ting Fang, the acting head 
cf the foreign office of the republican 
government, has replied to the note 
of the powers of Dec. 20 asking that 
peace be agreed to at the conference 
here. 
Dr. Wu says in effect that the 
hope of a peaceful settlement has been 
ended by the culpable action of Pre­ 
mier Yuan Shih Kai and the Peking 
government. 
The republic, Dr. Wu 
says, fully confided in Tang Shao Yi’s 
credentials until the government broke 
off the negotiations. 
The failure of 
Tang Shao Yi, he says, to submit any 
counter proposals amounted to a tacit 
approval of the reasons for establish­ 
ing a republic. 
Nevertheless, contin­ 
ues Dr. Wu, the republicans agreed 
that the matters in dispute should be 
referred to Yuan Shih Kai, who kept 
them waiting for nine anxious days 
and then agreed to the idea of a na­ 
tional 
convention. ^ But 
meanwhile 
Tang Shao Yi resigned his commis- 
sionership because the government op­ 
posed his recommendation. 
Dr. Wu 
charges that Yuan is now trying to 
make abortive the acts of Tang Shao 
Yi as the accredited representative of 
the Peking government, and then con­ 
cludes as follows: 
"The republican 
government, therefore, is regretfully 
compelled to declare that the prospects 
of peace have been willfully nullified 
by the Manchu government, 
011 whose 
shoulders rests the responsibility for 
a long period of disturbing indecision 
and any „resumption of hostilities.”

When Gifted Son of Brilliant Father 


Turned From the Writing of Books 


to the Writing of Mining Prospec­ 


tuses He Made More Money Than 


His Books Brought Him, but Wound 


Up Facing a Fraud Charge. 


New York, Jan. 6.—Before 
J udge 
Hough in the criminal branch of 
the 
U. 
S. 
district court, Julian 
Haw­ 
thorne, son of Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, 
and a writer who switched his pen 
from novels to mining literature 
a few 
years ago, appeared with ex-Mayor Jo- 
siah Quincy of Boston and the 
others 
associated with them in a number 
of 
Canadian projects, and pleaded not 
guilty to five indictments charging 
them with using the mails to defraud. 
Those indicted besides Mr. Hawthorne, 
who wrote to some of his correspond­ 
ents that he left off writing 
books 
when he wanted to make more money 
than the sort of literature he could 
produce could provide, are ex-Mayor 
Quincy, who was an assistant secre­ 
tary of state under Cleveland and is 
a 
member of the transit commission 
of 
Boston; Albert Freeman, who has ped­ 
dled mjning stocks here for many 
years, whose name has been connected 
with a long list of schemes; Dr. W. J . 
Morton cf this city, and John McKin­ 
non secretary and treasurer of must 
of the companies which the defendants 
are charged with organizing to 
exploit 
their enterprises. 
“Whatever else you do,” Hawthorne, 
in one of his booklets, quotes his 
fa­ 
ther as advising him, “don’t try to 
make a living by authorship.” 
So Hawthorne wrote to one Captain 
J. B. Collins of New York, on 
Feb. 15, 
19 09 , this explanation of how he came 
to turn his nand to mining: 
“As I 
have already told you,” runs the epis­ 
tle quoted in one indictment, “I 
have 
never before been engaged in a 
busi­ 
ness venture, and all through my 
life 
I have been dealing only with fic ’cn. 
I don’t know how it all came about, 
whether it was intuition or something 
else, at any rate, when I first heard of 
Temagami, it sounded real to 
me. 
I 
liked the name, I liked the project, and 
I liked the people in it, and after 
a 
personal investigation I put my 
money 
in it. T wrote yon not from any 
senti- 
mental motive, but because the projecf 
required more money than myself 
and 
associates could produce.” 
The Continental syndicate, limited, 
was the corporation which it is charg­ 
ed was organized to exploit the three 
leading companies, the first of which 
was organized in 19 08. 
They were 
the Temagami Cobalt Mines, Limited, 
with a capital stock of $3,000,000, from 
which the government men who have 
charge of the case say that $500,000 
was made by the promoters; the Elk 
Lake Cobalt Mines, Limited, with 
a 
capital of $1,000,000 and which is said 
to have cleared 8225,000, and the 
Montreal-James Mines, Limited, with 
a capital of $1.000,000. on which the 
profits 
are 
estimated 
at 
$125,000. 
These were Maine corporations, and 
their Delaware sister, the Hawthorne 
Silver and Iron Mines, Limited, is held 
up as the most profitable of all. The 
district attorney’s office believes that 
$1,200,000 was made out of it. 
The 
Julian Hawthorne company was the 
selling agency from which stocks were 
sold to the public at from 30 to 50 
cents a share. 
The indictments say that there were 
never any profitable mining properties 
owned by these companies. The con­ 
spiracy to defraud which is charged 
consisted in trying to convince pros­ 
pective buyers that they owned mines 
of the same character as in the silver 
producing mines of the Cobalt region. 
All the men who appeared in court 
pleaded not guilty with permission tc 
withdraw their pleas next Wednesday, 
after their lawyer had a chance to 
read the indictments. Later they fur­ 
nished 
bail 
before 
Commissioner 
Shields. 
In Freeman’s case $25,00C 
was set and in the 
others $10,000 
Bonding companies furnished the bah 
in each instance. 
Hawthorne appear­ 
ed in a somewhat threadbare suit of 
blue. In spite of the weather he wore 
no overcoat.

# lil,^ B^ ^ H E N a tradesman was arraigned recently at a London (Eng - 
I 
land) court on a charge of having attempted to commit sui- 
I 
cide, it was pleaded in his behalf that he had suffered from 
insomnia brought on by the noise made at night by the motor 
omnibuses and trams which passed the premises at which he 
resided, and he stated himself that he had been unable to sleep 
owing to the traffic. 
This was an extreme case, perhaps, and 
possibly this particular victim of street noises was a man of 
abnormally nervous temperament. 
But no mfrn’s nerves are entirely proof against the sap­ 
ping influence of disturbed and interrupted sleep, and, unhappily, cause 
and effect in this case are apt to react and intensify each other. The nerv­ 
ous fear of not being able to sleep is often enough the primary cause of 
sleeplessness, and thus an irregular series of intermittent noises tends to 
induce, especially in a sleeper awakened by them, a state of nervous appre­ 
hension which may lead in the end to severe and pronounced insomnia. 
This is a serious matter, not merely for bad sleepers themselves, but 
for all who have to depend on their services. 
No man can do his work 
efficiently by day if he cannot sleep at night, and when public servants like 
Sir Henry Morris and other of our correspondents tell us how great and 
growing the evil is, it is high time for the community at large to bestir 
itself and insist on a remedy being found and applied, 
says the London Times. 
Of course the traffic of a great city can never be 
entirely stilled. There must always be occasional pass­ 
ings even in the quietest streets. 
These we must put 
up with as best we may, as we must also with the con­ 
tinuous roar of the great thoroughfares up to a late 
hour of the night. 
But these are not the enemies of 
sleep of which Sir Henry Morris specially complains. 
It is the multiplication of the motor car and the heed­ 
less sounding of its raucous horn in the small hours 
that justly provoke his indignation and remonstrance.

Tha t they have no complaint to o f ­ 
fer about bu.-ine-s beca use they are 
too busy growing i> the general sen­ 
timent expressed by officials of tlu* 
electric ra ilwa y lines of Indiana, in­ 
cluding those pa ssing through Rush­ 
ville. 
Almost daily there ha s been some 
prog ressive movement in evidence on 
the part of these lines. That the in- 
terurban ra ilwa ys ha ve made a deep 
hole in the earnings of the pa ssen­ 
ger business of the stea m lines so far 
a s sta te business 
is concerned there 
seems to be little doubt- With the 
hourly service mow possible between 
nea rly every town of importance in 
India na the effect can not help but be 
felt by the competition in the stea m 
line. 
Without 
exception 
1911 wa s 
a 
prosperous yea r for the electric ra il­ 
wa ys. 
Reports compiled by E. B. 
Peek of the T. IT., T. & E. Traction 
company, who ha s ca refully observed 
conditions, sa vs that the yea r wa s a 
record-breaker. 
One fea ture o f importa nce in the 
traction service which ha s shown a 
remarkable development 
over 
the 
preceding yea rs is the freig ht busi­ 
ness. This ha s increased 50 per cent 
over 19 10, and from all indica tions is 
in line for a similar or g rea ter in­ 
crea se in 19 12. 
The interurban offi­ 
cia ls in pa st yea rs had been sp busy 


in looking a fter the pa seng er business 


that the freig ht line had been neg lec­ 


ted. They ha ve a wa kened, however, to 


the possibilities in this new line and 
are exerting their efforts now toward 


establishing the service on a more 


substa ntia l ba^is. 


The tremendous growth of the in- 
teruiba n system is evidenced by re­ 
ports compiled which show that dur­ 
ing the yea r more than 201,000 p a s-‘ 
seng er and freig ht tra ins pa ssed in 
and out o f the India na polis terminal 
sta tion. This is a hea vy increa se over 
1910. The pa sseng er trains tota l to 
more than 18 0,000 and the freig ht 
trains to more than 23,000. 
With the improvement of terminal 
fa cilities other important improve­ 
ments have been made. 
Through the 
arra ng ements of schedules it is now 
possible to travel from India na polis 
to Fort Wa yne, a dista nce of 136 
miles, in four hours and thirty-five 
minutes. 
Other trains operated out 
of India na polis follow: 
Goshen, Ind., 
169 miles, five hours; Louisville, Kv., 
117 miles, four hours; 
Da yton, O., 
110 miles, four hours and ten min­ 
utes; 
Terre Ha ute, Ind., 72 miles, 
two hours and fifteen minutes; L a ­ 
fa yette, Ind., 70 miles, two hours and 
ten 
minutes; 
Richmond, 
Ind., 
57 
miles, one hour and forty-five min­ 
utes, and Connersville, Ind., 58 miles, 
one hour a nd thirty minutes. 
All of this development ha s been 
made since J a nua ry 1, 19 00, when the 
India na polis, Columbus & 
Southern 
j T raction compa ny operated the first 
interurban train between India na po­ 
lis a nd Greenwood. This 
w a s 
fo l­ 
lowed by the India na polis & Ea stern, 
between India na polis and Greenfield, 
on J une 17, 1900. 
The la st intenir- 
ban road operating into the city was 
the Indianapolis, New Castle and To­ 
ledo line on J une 29, ,1910.

Ag a inst this is a decrea se in school 
enumeration in the ten yea rs,

There were 30.077 ma rria g es li­ 
censes issued in the sta te in 19 10, and 
4,632 divorces.

perintendent Points Out Way to 


Reduce Doctors' Big Bills. 


Dr. J . P. Simonds, superintendent 
of the pa tholog ica l la bora tory of the 
sta te board of health, who recently 
sta rted a movement in the sta te fo r 
va ccina tion a g a inst typhoid fever, re­ 
cently called a ttention to some fig­ 
ures he had found concerning the 
cost of va ccina tion a s compa red with 
the cost o f trea ting disea se in the 
a bsence o f va ccina tion, his purpose 
being to disprove tha t 
physicia ns, 
when 
a dvoca ting 
va ccina tion, 
a re 
moved by pecunia ry impulses. 
“ It ha s recently been shown tha t 
members o f the na tiona l g ua rd ca n 
be va ccina ted a g a inst typhoid a t a 
cost of 1214 cents a ma n,” sa id Dr. 
Simonds. 
“ It ha s been 
conclusively 
proven 
tha t such 
va ccina tion 
renders 
the 
g ua rdsma n 
immune 
from 
typhoid. 
This being true, it 
follow s 
tha t 
if 
every person in the 
United 
Sta tes 
were va ccina ted, typhoid fever would 
disa ppea r. 
Suppose 
va ccina tion 
should become universa l in the United 
Sta tes, then there would be no more 
typhoid fever pa tients to treat. 
“ In 19 08 there were in the reg is­ 
tration a rea in the country 11,375 
dea ths from typhoid or 25.3 every 
100.000 inha bita nts. 
Assum ing 
the 
ra tio holds for the entire country, 
there would be about 23,050 dea ths a 
yea r from the disea se. One dea th in 
every ten ca ses is a conserva tive e s ­ 
tima tes, lienee there would be in the 
the country in one yea r, a bout 230.- 
000 ca ses o f typhoid fever. 
I f the 
a vera g e cost for medical services a 
ca se is $50, the total annual incomp 
to all the physicia ns of the country 
would be $11,500.000. or $8 8 .46 a 
yea r for each of the 130.000 physi­ 
cia ns in the country. 


“ Typhoid va ccina tion can be done 
at an a vera g e cost of 10 cents a per­ 
son, counting the number 
of 
free 
va ccina tions that would be a dminis- 
tered in the public schools and free 
dispensa ries. From the figures jibnve. 
the a vera g e annual income 
to 
the 
physicia n would bo about $7. 
Thus 
the physicia n would suffer a loss of 
$8 1.40 a vea r 
through 
va ccina tion. 
This w uld mean a sa ving to the peo­ 
ple of the T nited Sta tes of $105.- 
8 9 8 .000 in ten yea rs in physicia n« ’ 
bills, and in the meantime typhoid 
fever would lie eliminated from the 
country. 
“ Yet in the fa ce of this, the un­ 
thinking person, whenever vnoination 
is proposed, a ccuses the physicia n o f 
a dvoca ting ii beca use of ‘g ra ft.’ 
Tf 
rea lity, in a rg uing for it. the physi­ 
cian is cutting off one of his sources 
of revenue.”

Attorneys for the government frankly 
admit that he is by far the best wit­ 
ness as yet put on the stand for the 
prosecution. 
Mr. Pratt testified that for about 
fifteen years he was in a position of 
authority with Armour & Co., and In 
that post he often attended the Tues­ 
day meetings of the packers in the Na­ 
tional Packing company’s rooms, where 
he said margins were fixed and ship­ 
ments to the east were arranged for 
the week following. 
He Identified pa­ 
pers the government alleges were a 
part of the plan in fixing the prices’ 
of beef. 
Some of these bore pencil 
notes, which notes he also identified. 
He attributed them to different men 
among those under indictment. Then 
he admitted that he had been out of 
the employ of Armour & Co. for about 
three y* ars. 
About half of that time 
he has been in the service of the gov­ 
ernment in the departm ent of justice.

ern fifty th ousand dollar furniture 
factory is th e notable work of th e 
y ear alth ough th e contributory works 
are th ings cf wh ich any city th e 
size 
of Rush v ille migh t be p roud. Th e ex ­ 
h ibition of interest in h ome affairs 
and th e tendency 
among 
business 
men and oth er 
residents to 
boost 
Rush v ille h ad much to do, no doubt, 
in causing th e Rush v ille cap italists 
to make up th eir minds to inv est mon­ 
ey h ere in an industry . 
lf Rush v ille can do as well in 1012 
and locate in th is city a factory as 
good as th e one wh ich is about 
to 
op en, th e city will h av e done much . 
Tin1 fqct th at th e Rush v ille Furniture 
( omp any located in Rush v ille with 
v ery little cost to any one p robably 
migh t make th e location of th e f a c ­ 
tory seem simp le.

In fact th ere are

Ti 
may be two y ear- < I* it may be fiv e 
but ev entually most ev ery city of ain 
im; orlance in th e State will h av e clus 
ter ligh ts. 
And Rush v ille is about 
th e first, in fact i- (Ii** first among 
th e cities th at are not 
counted as 
metrop olises. 
A lew more stars in 
th e crown of th e local organization. 
But the fact that the spirit, which 
has prev ailed in the work of the Re­ 
tail Merchants Association permeate 
the air in Rushv ille seems to be the 
rather remarkable thing . 
The spirit 
ha s known closed doors no place in 
Hie city . It has worked into ev ery or­ 
g anization. 
Jt has taken a part in 
ev ery big undertaking . 
The people of 
Rushv ille Ii av e come to realize that 
work that is to amount to something 
can not bedene by a few indiv iduals

When the building of a 
tabernacle for the union rev iv al ser­ 
v ice was sug g ested la st summer there 
was a murmur among some and the 
common 
ex p ression, “ You can’t do 
th at in Rush v ille.” 
But th ere were 
aune men wh o realized th at Rush v ille 
was not its old self any more and th e 
tabernacle was erected. 
Th ose wh o 


murmured at first marv eled wh en it 


was comp leted and if th ey ev er do 


any more murmuring th ey will likely 


h av e to marv el a wh ole lot mo re. 


So it was wh en th e idea was sp rung 


th at th e tabernacle be mov ed to th e 


city park. 
“ You can’t do that in 
Rushv ille,” was the same old cry , and 
“ I f s a fine idea and we’v e a lwa y s 
needed a public building of some sort, 
but i f s impossible, impossible.” 
But 
ag ain there were men who felt 
that 
spirit which has come ov er Rushv ille 
and which causes them to realize that 
most any thing within reason can be 
accomplished with a little endeav or 
and thoug ht, and some muscle a dd­ 
ed. Any way , it’s a matter of history 
now* and ev ery one is proud of the 
coliseum, the permanent home of the 
permaneiit chant#aqua.

And wh at

tauqua. 
Th e sp irit of co-op eration 
and good feeling is resp onsible 
for 
th e growth aud th riv ing condition of 
th e ch autauqua today . B us i ne s s men 
and oilier citizens lent a h and and 
h elp ed to make it an institution of 
wh ich th e p eop le .of th e city and th e 
wh ole county , for th at matter, arc 
p roud.
